In support of round-the-clock 
broadcasts, the letters to the 
FCC stress the importance of 
WSWN broadcasts over the 
Glades .area to give a reason-| 
able account of damages, and to 
prevent the spread of hysteria.

Vash Young, lecturer, author, 
philosopher, will tell Lions and

“Be Kind to Yourself.” | 

According to Bill Walker, who | 
made the arrangements, Vash) 
Young recently moved to Wes 
Palm Beach. Well known for| 
his books of philosophical ad- 
vice, lectures and broadcasts, | 
Vash Young says that his life 
changed completely in a hotel 
room 30 years ago, when full 
of self-pity and a sense of fail 
ure, he decided to commit 
suicide. 

It happened in Texas in 1917, 
the decision to take his own life 
with a high jump from the hotel 
window. However, he had 
bought a bottle of whisky to 
give him courage for the deed; 
but instead it plunged him into 
a stupor, from which he awoke 
with a headache, more depress- 
ed than ever. 

It was then that he began to 
take stock of himself, and to 
ask whether his problems might 
not be self-created, rather than 
the result of a malignant fate. 
From these beginnings at self- 
analysis, he reached the point} 
at which he could say, “My hap- 
piness is not due to my prosper- 
ity, but just the other way 
around.” His old self had died 
the moment he understood that 
all the necessary equipment for 
life and its enjoyment were con- 
tained inside himself, and were 
not determined by external 
forces. 

Since that time, Vash Young, 
a native of Utah, has written] 
five boks, and become widely

William Pruitt, 52-year-old 
Negro, arrested last week and 
charged with the murder of his 
wife, was released Wednesday 
on $2,000 bond, set by Judge 
[Richard P. Robbins 

According to State's Attorney 
[Phil O'Connell, who interviewed 
‘the witnesses last Friday, any 
|person charged with murder 
imay be released on bond unless 
jthere is overwhelming evidence 
that the slaying was conscious- 
ly, deliberately planned. 

Mr. O'Connell said that at the 
time, there did not seem suf- 
ficient evidence on which to 
base a charge of, premeditated 
murder, because neither he nor

Escaped Convicts 
Nabbed by Police 
Officers Here 


According to Police Officer 
J. B. Whitehurst, blinker lights 
on the Six-Mile Bridge may 
have assisted in the capture of 
two escaped convicts here early 
Thursday morning. Whitehurst 
thinks the blinker lights on the 
bridge, plus the presence of 
three police cars, may have led 
the convicts to suppose them- 
selves surrounded by “an army 
of police." 

The two convicts, Harry Hol- 
land and Joseph Mulvey, who 
escaped Wednesday from Pine 
Island Prison Camp, Fort Myers, 
were arrested by Officer White- 
hurst, assisted by Chief of Police 
Charles Goodlett and Officer 
Isaac Davis. 

Both convicts were armed 
with loaded 38 revolvers stolen 
from the prison camp. They 
escaped about 4 p. m. Wednes- 
d according to a report re- 
layed by the State Highway 
Patrol, Pahokee, which alerted 
police here to be on the lookout 
for a stolen car with the license 
plate 62-215, which the convicts 
had stolen in Fort Myers to aid 
their getaway. 

According to Officer White- 
hurst, who was on patrol duty 
during the night, he first spotted 
the stolen car, a Blue Ford 
Sedan, about 2 a. m. Thursday. 
The car, with two men in it, was 
stopped at the traffic signal at 
the corner of Avenue E and 
South Main Street. Whitehurst 
followed the car'onto the Palm 
Beach road, and radioed a mes- 
sage to Police Chief Goodlett and 
Officer Davis for assistance. | 

He then followed the blue 
sedan about three miles east of 
Belle Glade until the other 
police cars arrived. Whitehurst 
then passed the stolen car, and 
about one mile ahead of it, near 
Six-Mile Bridge, placed his own

‘South Bay Has More 
Aches Than A Rural 
... Bobbysoxer In Town 


Tight Liquor Laws: No Bolita; 
Less Taxes, More 
Revenue Needed 


After temporary limelight 
concerning the elimination of 
bolita, preceded by tight liquor 
laws, comes a request to Chief 
of Police White to "bring in 
more fines,” and a cut in the 
Chief's salary by the South Bay 
City Council. 

The attempt to eliminate sin 
from the City, has brought woes 
and troubles to the community. 

The Councilmen this week are 
elusive and noncommittal over 
the stiff salary cüt that they 
have dished out for Chief of 
Police R. C. White, who at last 
Tuesday's session of the South 
Bay City Council had his salary 
whacked by $52.50 a month. 

According to Chief White, the 
cut came because he had refused 
to make South Bay into a speed 
trap, as deiaanded by the city 
bosses. 

The story broke to the Herald 
on Monday, when Mr. White an- 
nounced to this reporter that, 
although he is an elected of- 
ficial in the middle of his term 
of office, his salary has been cut 
drastically.
